EATOXIA, Ky., June 7. — Small fields were 
again presented, due to the shortage of horses 
becau.se of their incapacitation by illness, 
but interesting sport was on tap and the huge 
attendance was well rewarded for a journey 
to the Kenton C'ounty truck. The weather 
was intensely hot, until the .sun’s rays were 
tempered by a quickly-clouding sky which 
presaged a rainfall before long. 

The sprinting dashes brought to the po.st 
the better grade of starters and, in several 
in.stance.s, tlteir closely grouped running elic- 
ited considerable enthusiasm. 

The sixth race brought live speedy per- 
formers to the post and it resulted in a vic- 
tory for I loyal Palm, whicii indulged Elmer 
K. and lx>rd Allen with the lead until reach- 
ing the stretch turn, wliere he drew away 
from the others and won quite easily, Lord 
Allen outstaying Elmer K. for second place. 
It was Lord Allen's initial start of the season 
and his sliowing was good, considering he 
acted as if a trillc .short. Hackers of favor- 
ites again experienced a disappointment, 
only two choices succeeding during the after- 
noon. 

I’rince K. again figured in a winning race. 
Tills time ho took into camp some reputed 
good one.s, including IJanter and Dream Mak- 
er The latter was tliongiit to be the best 
betting proposition of tlic afternoon, but he 
ran in dull form, seemingly declining to ex- 
tend liimsclf and finally retiring completely. 

IJanter at one time looked like he would 
make away with the purse, but Prince K. 
held on resolutely and finally outstayed him 
througli the last seventy yards. 

FIRST FOR J. B. R^IISPIISS. 

J. IJ. lle.spess pulled down his initial purse 
of the local st'ason when his Make Pp scored 
over some ordinary ones that started in tlio 
final da.sli. Mar.so .John was the favored 
one iiere and would have given a better ac- 
count of liimseif had lie liecn able to get 
through at any time during tlie last half mile 
of the rar<>. I’ool. wlio rode liim, refused to 
relinqiiisli his inner rail po.sitioii. The sanie 
tactics had previously served him success- 
fully a.stride Iloyal Palm and Dorius.

Welles in third place. W. J^ool on the latter 
attempted his usual rail riding tactics, lint 
unlike on yesterday, when tliis jiroved suc- 
cessful on three occasions, sf^me of the riders 
did not leave an opening for him to come 
tlirougli. resulting in Prince Welles being cut 
off at times. He finLshed gamely when he did 
get clear. Mabel (1. was well thought of 
here, hut ran poorly. 

(leorge J. I.ong won his first purse of the 
Kentucky racing season when his Dorius 
accounted for the third race, in which he 
ruled a slight favorite over Fancy Free. The 
latter sliowcd the most speed and seemed in 
a fair way of winning until Dorius came 
with a rush in the last eighth. Both were 
driving hard when an eighth out and Dorius 
was force<l to stand some bumping as a re- 
sult of Garner taking Fancy Free out. 
Dorlu.s. however, took a good lead in the 
last seventy yard.s. Topma.st pii.s.sed the 
nonstuying Casey in the stretch for third 
place.

Once in command, tlu ra :o ^.as 
viriual)\ over s.o far as lirst money wa.-- con- 
cerned, for Gamer had lior under restraint 
and she merely gallopeil at average speed 
to stay in advance of Easter Morn, owned by 
John E. Madden, virtually a stranger to rac- 
ing action in this section.

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ERIE MEETING IS UNDER WAY 

Thrilling Racing Features Opening Day’s 
Sport — Magician Takes Inaugural. 

ERIE, P.a., .Tune 7. — Racing began here 
today under favorable weather and t.^ack 
conditions and before a crowd of large pro- 
portions. J idge Josepli A. Murphy is in 
charge of the racing and there seems to he 
more interest di.splayed than la.st year, es- 
pecially with the local people. 

The Inaugural Handicap, of three-quarters 
of a mile, wa.s the main attraction of opening 
day and eight weil-matclicd horses made up 
the field for it and provided a tlirilling con- 
test.

Sport of the sensational order wa.s pro- 
vid(;d in the first four races, the fmisiies 
being of the hair-raising variety, with indies 
separating the winners from their nearest 
opponents. 

In the opener Billy Boots beat Rea.sant by 
a head in a fast-run race. The latter was 
favorite and lost out in the last few strides. 

Three long shots in Fond Hope, Kitty 
Johnson and Midian dashed past the judges 
in the second race in the order named, 
only a head showing between the first two. 

Again in the third Restless got home first 
by the same margin, a head in advance of 
Kimono, but only after a spirited contest, 
the result of which was in doubt until the 
last few strides. 

The claiming six and a half furlong con- 
test run as tlio fifth, furni.shed another ex- 
citing finish when Bean Spiller, Catoctin 
and Minnie II. fought it out all through the 
stretch to catcli the judge’s eye in the 
order named. 

After five head finishes in a row the 
spectators were given ,a breathing spell in tlie 
sixth race, a da.sh of one mile, in which 
l,a Kross scored by throe lengths from Em- 
ma J. and Neg. 

Then another spirited contest v.round up 
the afternoon’s sport, Olympian King and 
My Grade staging a terrific duel for first 
honors, the first mentioned gaining the ver- 
dict after a meritorious performance.

Montreal Jockey Club Throws' 
Open Its Gates This Afternoon. 



Kindergarten Stakes and Jockey 
Club Handicap Stellar Attrac- 
tions of Inaugural Card. 



MONTREAL, Que., June 7. — Racing at 
Montreal, under the jurisdiction of the Cana- 
dian Itacing Associations, will be inaugu- 
rated tomorrow', when Blue Bonnets throw's 
open its gates for the seven days’ .spring 
meeting with the running of a seven-race 
program, featured by the Kindergarten 
Stakes and the Jockey Club Handicap. The 
Kindergarten is for two-year-olds, at five- 
eightiis, and lias an added vaiue of 
$2,500, while the handicap is at a mile, witli 
$2,000 added. The field that has been named 
through the’ entry box for the juvenile event 
is a small one, only five being named, with 
four running in the interests of two stables. 
The handicap, which has attracted a well 
matched field of nine, gives promise of re- 
sulting in a much better race. The over- 
night races have filled well and spirited sport 
should result 

The stable accommodations are taxed and 
late comers have moved over to Dorval I’ark 
to .secure quarters for their horses. The 
special train made up of ten cars, which left 
Ottawa this morning, was delayed on route 
and the horses were detrained late this aft- 
ernoon. The influx of the later horses filled 
up the stalls on the grounds. 

Blue Bonnets, one of the picturesque rac- 
ing grounds of Canada, wa.s freshened up 
by a large crew of men and when tlie bugle 
calls the horse.s to the post tomorrow for the 
opening dash will be ready to accommodate 
the big crowd that is certain to be on hand 
to witness the inaugural day’s program. 

The track proper is in splendid condition 
and fast trials were reported this morning. 
Weather conditions today were of a mid- 
summer variety for this section and the prob- 
abilities for the remainder of the week are 
that the present heat wave will remain un- 
abated.

Wliitney stable, arrived from New York this 
morning and reported to trainer W. Irvine.

Hollis Selling Stake Easy for Lord

NEW YORK. N. Y., June 7. — Hea qualified 
for the Belmont Stakes at Belmont I’ark 
today when he was tlie winner of tlie miie 
of the Greenport Handicap, with the Quincy 
Stable’s Ray Jay, the Modo Stable’s Modo. 
Bud Fisher’s Violinist and Frederick John- 
son’s Excelsis finishing behind him. It wa.s 
the first start for the son of Sea King and 
IJallyshe since he ran Richard T. Wilson s 
Pillory to a head in the I’reakness, and his 
race was a decidedly impressive performance. 
And the victory was a popular one. The 
crowd likes a good colt, and when he re- 
turned to the scales after being pulled up 
by Frank Keogh, one was led to believe that 
the Salubria Stable hope for Saturday’s big 
race had won a much more important race 
than the Greenport, the applause was so loud 
and prolonged. W. 1’. Burch, the veteran 
who has superintended tlie preparation of 
Hea down at the old Bcnning course, wa.s 
on liand to see the colt perform, and ho 
was eminently satisfied with liis showing. 

The race was enough to indicate that Hoa 
is a worthy colt to run again.st the $S5,OOH 
Snob II., and his condition lends a new 
interest to the feature of the racing Satur- 
day. 

No time was lost at the barrier, and while 
Keogh had Hea away well enough the in- 
ability of the colt to find his racing legs 
made the others, with the exception of 
Excelsis, outrun him in the early stages, 
Excelsis had no speed and quickly dropped 
far out of contention. 

Ray Jay and Violinist were the ones to set 
the pace and Modo was sliowing the way. 

In the meantime Keogh kept the Wash- 
ington visitor well on the outside and wa.s 
permitting him to settle nicely in his stride 
before asking liim to exert liimsclf. 

FAST TIME FOR THE TRACK. 

Ray Jay went the first quarter in 23%, an<l 
tlie half was reached in 47%, excellent time 
considering the track condition. I'hey went 
to the three-quarters in 1:13% and the mile 
was finished in 1:38%. 

It was not until nearing the stretch turn 
that Hea really loomed up dangerously in 
the running. He had been holding his place 
on the outside and heading for the turn 
when Modo moved in an effort to go to Ray 
Jay, Violinist having tired and dropped back 
by the time Keogh moved with him. Making 
the turn Modo carried Ilea out badly and 
Keogh had to draw his whip once on the son 
of Sea King to come clear of the Odom three- 
year-old. Hea responded cheerfully to the 
call and once clear of Modo it didn’t take him 
long to wear Ray Jay down and be on hia 
way. 

At the end Hea wa.s racing strongly and the 
Greenport should be an exceiloTit preparation 
for the big $50,000 race Saturday. He locks 
a much better colt than he did after the 
running of the Preakness and has every 
right to at least make it interesting for 
Mr. Cosden’s handsome French-bred colt. 

The stake offering of the day was the Hol- 
lia, a selling race over the three-quarters 
di.stance. It was worth $3,2.50 to the winner 
anil a field of a dozen carded cligihlcs wa.s 
reduced to six before post time. Lord Brigh- 
ton, from the Rancocas Stable, proved an 
easy winner, with the Glen Riddle Farm’s 
Dream of the Valley second and Harry 
Waterson’s Brainstorm third. 

DREAM OF THE VALLEY’S SPEED. 

Sande went right out with l.ord Brighton 
from the s'lart, but Dream of the Valley, with 
a great burst of speed, dashed up on the 
inside rail and under a stiff pull went to the 
son of Ballot. He stole through on the in- 
side and witli Ted Rice trying ids l.>ost to 
lake him back bo went into a lead over the 
che.sLiiut. Doughnut was showing tlie way 
to the otliers and galloping along resolutely 
in thir<l place. 

On the stretch turn Sande made his move 
on the outside of Dream of the Valley and 
he was soon on even terms with the Glen 
Riddle sprinter. In another fev.' strides ho 
liad gone into coiiimaml and from there to 
the finish I.ord Brigliton was not seriously 
tlireatoned lo be liome winner by a couple of 
lengths. 

Through the last eighth Brainstorm closed 
with excellent gamencss and he was only 
beaten a length for second place by the tiring 
Dream of the Valley and tlie others were 
more or less strung out, Tangerine beating 
Doughnut for fourth place, while James But- 
ler’s Sling brought up tlie rear.

electrIc timing device 

Recording Clock in Use in England Said to Ba 
Infallibly Correct. 

One of the most difficult things in the 
world is to time races correctly, the reason 
being that before the finger can press the 
button of the watch it must receive a mes- 
sage from the brain, which must first re- 
ceive a message from the eye. 

The time which these two mes.sage.q take 
to travel varie-s considerably in dilTerent 
people, and may differ in the same person 
from day to day. Hence it is almost impos- 
.sible for any human being to be sure of 
timing a race correctly to a tenth of a sec- 
ond. 

Accurate timing can bo obtained with cer- 
tainty only by means of the electrical timing 
machine now in use on one or two English 
pedestrian courses, though the time test for 
racing is thoroughly rejected in that con- 
servative land. 

At the starting point of the running course 
is a fine wire which is broken a.s the pi.stol 
is fired. At tfte winning post is another 
wire which the winner sevens a.s he breaks 
the tape. The fli-st sets an electric recording 
clo<-k in motion, and the second stops it. 

The clock consists of a drum making a 
certain number of revoliition.s per second, on 
whose .surface rests tlie point of a fixed i>en. 
When the drum ia set in motion by tha 
breaking of the starting wire the pen begins 
to trace a spiral line upon it, and continues 
to do so until the mechani.sm is stopped by 
the breaking of the second wire. The length 
of the line traced on the drum gives the 
exact time of the race. 

So delicate and so accurate i.s this device 
that it can mea-sure the time that a bullet 
takes to pa.ss from the chamber to the muzzle 
of a rifle ; but for the purposes of sport, one- 
tenth of a second is the smallest division in 
actual use.

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GRAND NATIONAL AND ITS CRITICS 



■‘He was born five minutes since and knows 
It all.” was the caustic description which a 
huntsman friend of mine gave of an ac- 
quaintance of his who was a loquacious criti<* 
of everj'thing under the sun ; and to judse of 
what one hears and secs talent in this direc- 
tion seems spreading. 

Ti'.e ('.rand Xational fiasco, as I h.ave heard 
it called time after time by people who never 
saw a horse ridden over a country in their 
lives, ha.s called forth a lot of criticism, the 
bulk of which is as absurd as anything well 
can be. We are told ail sorts of ab.suvd 
things about the height of the fences. Not 
very long ago we were told wonderful things 
aV-oiit I’echer’s Brook. Wc were told that 
the fence in front of it was as high as a 
n>an. and any amount of nonsense has been 
talked abotit the severity of the course. Be- 
fore proceeding to that part of the stibject, 
liowevcr. let us go back to the steeplechasing 
cf the days before 18C3, when the National 
Hunt Committee was established. Steeple- 
< har.iiig had degenerated into something lilte 
a circus show. Fences were cut down to a 
ridiculous extent. Now if you go round a 
steoplccl>a.se course in the country you find 
the stillest part cf the fence is where the 
horses A\ill liave to jump it; sixty years ago 
the reverse was the case. No ditches were ta 
l)e found, and clerks of the course actually 
advcrti.sed the ea.siness of tlieir courses w'heii 
they were touting for entrie.s. To such an 
extent was tlie cutting down of tlie fences 
carried in those days that steeplechasing 
became a veritable farce. 

UEASON FOU SOME FALLS. 

But were there no falls in those days? 

<■ Certainly there were, as mnay and perhaps 
more than there are now. For owners, or, 
to be exact, a certain class of owners, sent 
indifferent jumper:; who could gallop a bit 
to run in steeplechases in the liopc that they 
would sci'amble througli somehow', and tills 
they by no means always did. Even the 
fairly well schooled horse would take lihertie*s 
witli an easy fence at times and with the 
usual re.sult. I would ask the hunting man 
who ha.s been a consistent hard rider whether 
a con.siderable percentage of his falls have i 
not taken place at coinpai-atively easy fences. 

The National Hunt Committee undoubtedly 
.saved cross-countiw sport from degenerating 
into a very third-rate business i:ideed, and 
not the least important amongst the many 
reforms they brought about was that respect- 
ing the size of the fences and the oflicial in- 
sjiection of courses to see that the rules 
laid down were literally obeyed. 

We hear a good deal of idle talk about tlie 
great severity of the Grand National course. 
The course is four miles and 856 yards in 
length and it is admitte'dly a severe one. The 
fences are big and tliey cannot be taken liber- 
ties with. But it has to be remembered that 
the Grand National is the greatest race in 
the world, that it is the test of stamina and 
as such it is of the greatest importance. 
But big as are the obstacles in the Grand 
National, tJiey are no bigger than those which 
every hunting man who rides to hounds has 
to encounter many times if his lot should be 
cast in a big country. Take Beclicr's Brook, 
for example. We are told that the fence is as 
high as a man — as I have already mentioned. 
It is 4 feet 6 indies high, with a rail 2 feet 6 
inches high in front of it. and at the landing 
side a natural brook 9 feet C inches wide. A 
horse that cannot cle.nr that when he is jump- 
ing oIT sound ground cannot lay much claim 
to being a good performer. 

TAEUE OF THORN FENCE. 

Or take the water jump opposite the stand, 
w’hich is 15 feet wide. There is a pcrpc-ndic- 
ular thorn fence in front of it a foot tiiick, 
about wliich I have heard much nonsense 
talked. If it were not for that thorn fence, 
many of the horses would undoubtedly gallop 
through the water witliout attempting to 
jump. 

Let us just make a comparison between an- 
other steeplechase which took place at Aintree 
and the Grand National. Tlie race to which 
reference was made is the Stanley Steeple- 
chase, in which there were nine runners. 
Of these six finished and four did not fall. 
Roughly speaking, if the same average had 
taken place in the Grand National, there 
would have been twenty horses finished and 
thirteen would have got the course without 
i-oming to grief. Now if, comparatively 
speaking, moderate horses got over tlie 
course, how was it that tlie better class of 
horses running in the big race did not do so? 
There are several reasons for this. In the 
first place, the large field causes a lot of 
crowding at the first few fences, horses get 
interfered with and a very little interference 
brings a horse down at the iiace they go in 
the Grand National. Many years ago, a gen- 
tleman whose experience was certainly not 
a wide one, came up to me when I was talk- 
ing with George Williamson, just after Wild 
Man From Borneo’s victorj-, and commenced 
a very unnecessary criticism of several jock- 
eys’ riding in tlie grreat race. When he paused 
at last for want of breath, George Williamson 
said to me, “When that gentleman has ridden 
over as many fences as you and 1 have, sir, 
he’ll know that there is a good deal more 
room on the floor than there Is in the saddle.” 

Tlie Grand National is always a fast race, 
and it is always run from end to end. There 
Is the natural desire to get a good place 
at the early fences. If a horse gets shut out 
there, his chance of victory is handicapped 
and there is consequently an eager struggle to 



get a good place at them. Then, as has al- 1 
ready been intimated, at the pace at which ! 
they are going the least interference will j 
bring a l-orse down, and one horse falling in j 
a crowd sometimes — nay, generally — means , 
two f>r three, or even more. It should be j 
borne in mind, when criticizing the Grand 
National, that it ks the supreme test of the 
pace and :rtamina of the thoroughbred horse, 
which is a far more i.mpKirtant matter than 
the sapient man in the streets boots of, 
and any tampering with the course would 
have a serious effect. And again it must | 
be borne in mind that the Grand National j 
course is beyond all doubts a fair one. It is j 
level and all on grass, and the grass is gen- : 
erally good going. Under the wrorst condi- 
tions it is not a heavy course. 

Is it then that our horses have deteriorated . 
a great deal — that we have no longer the 
high class of horse for which we were fa- 1 
mous? 1 would not go as far as that, though ' 
it would be impossible for the stoppage and 
confusion cau.scd in all racing establisliments 
by the war not to have had some effect upon 
I the quality and character of the horses run- ’ 
King, and it is more tlian likely that some j 
few years will pass before we quite recover I 
the position we were in in 1914. A word about | 
the 1914 race may be interesting. There wore 
twenty runners, of which eight finished, and 
nine fell ; Sunloch, it will be remembered, was' 
the winner. AVlien Lnttcur II. won in 1309 j 
there were thirtj -two runners, of which j 
nineteen finished, and there were a dozen 
falls. This is certainly a better record than 
this year when there was the same number 
of starters, and only five finished. 

It is, however, practically impossible to 
compare the results of one year's race with 
another’s so as to derive accurate information 
fix>ni the research. There are so many little 
tilings, little in themselves, but fraught with 
so many important consequences, constantly 
taking place. In fact, it is impossible to 
reckon up all the factors whicli go to the 
making of a race.

THOROUGHBRED IS SUPERIOR 

Major Scott, Says Expert Opinion, 
Is in Favor of Well-Bred 
Horse. 



In many instances and on various occasions 
you will hear a person argue that a well- 
bred horse (particularly of thoroughbred 
origin), although possessing courage and 
speed, is not able to stand hardship, neglect 
and abuse such as are met with in field 
service. If you investigate you wiil find 
that such conclusions are almost invariably 
based on the observation of one or two well- 
bred horses that were usually of a pixir typio 
to start with, or that had not been hardened 
or properly conditioned for such work. 

To such arguments it is only necessary to 
refer the person to a horseman or to in- 
duce him to read reports on the be.st type and 
breeds of horse known to cavalry operations 
in historj'. It will always be found that the 
unanimous opinion is that a well-bred hersa 
is superior in every way to a cold-blooded 
one. 

In support of thi.s opinion I wish to call 
attention to an article by AVill II. Ogilvie in 
The Field. The Country Gentlemen's News- 
paper of January 7. In this article Mr. 
Ogilvie describes the Australian .stock horse, 
known as tlie AValer, which is an exceedingly 
well-bred hoise, produced by many thor- 
oughbred top crosses, starting on the native 
Australian mare. 

“Courage and remarkable endurance have 
stampcil the Australian stock liorse as pre- 
eminent among the long- journey lioiscs of the 
world, and just as he comes through a rough 
and exacting education without lm."t, so he 
manages to exist through a long life of hard 
usage and fast wearing work. 

“His pl'uck is .«ieverely tested aiincst every 
time he i.s saddled. He come.s home leg- 
weary but game, after having been ridden 
to Gie utmost limit of his strength. He is 
.galled by Isard leather girths and cut by 
sweat-roughened and badly stuffed saddles. 
He is ridden Icng hours without water and 
turned out at night to feed in drought- 
stricken pasture.s, tortured by mosquitoes and 
iiandflies. Half his life is spent in the dust 
of the gi'eat mobs cf sheep and cattle, in 
the mud of the flooded plains, in Uie long, 
weary journeys of the endless western road.s. 
Yet he never fails us, flinching only a little 
when the cold saddle first touches the red- 
raw sore upon his back, or when the sharp- 
edged girth renews the torture of yesterday's 
gall. 

“In memory ive see him tied to the horse- 
rail in the morning while the musterers wait 
for orders ; cantering throug’n the scented 
sandal bush at noon, tireless and free ; com- 
ing home at sunset with his bridlo-slapping 
walk, high-headed and unbeaten stili. AA'o 
see him plodding behind the great mobs of 
sheep ; cutting out the cattle on camp ; swing- 
ing away to town on Saturday night with 
some gay Lothario in the saddle ; winning a 
race at the township meeting ; going a trial 
gallop on the station course ; game always, 
keen aJw'.ays. ready for every pliase of w’ork 
as it comes along. Such is the stock horse of 
Australia. Unkempt and wild, with mad and 
burrs in his mane and tail, with bare hoofs 
cracked and split in contact w'itli the iron 
roads, with green foam dripping from his 
snaffle-bars and spur marks worn along liis 
flajiks, he still carries the proud crest of 
one tliat has fed in far-reaching paddocks 
and has come to drink at wide aud open 
water ; and we remember him gratefully as 
the gallant companion of many a reckless 
gallop and many a day-long ride.”

Uncertain Parentage of Progeni- 
tors in Three Countries. 

• 

Interesting Case of Derby Winner 
Moses — Mortemer and Rayon 
d’Or Are Cited. 

• 

(BY SALVATOR.) 

There is one phase of the consideration of 
blood lines wtilch the ordinary breeder, or 
devotee of “breeding problems," never 
takes Into account. He tabulates tap-roots, 
male lines, etc., makes nice calculations about 
the weaving in and out of this, that and 
the other ancestral element, and the like. 
But all the while he pays no attention to 
the fact that it is impossible to analyse the 
pedigrees of most stake-winners without 
encountering cases, often repeated ones, of 
doubtful, or double, parentage. This is due 
to the breeding of mares to different stal- 
lions the same season, making the sires of 
their ensuing foals uncertain. It is true that 
from dates of service, etc., some one horse 
is customarily assigned as the true parent, 
and when the pedigree is tabulated so ap- 
pears. But there can be no certainty of 
this fact in may cases. Sometimes a foal 
is so unmistakably marked by its sire, in 
color, conformation, or otherwise, that no 
reasonable doubt can be felt of the true 
progenitor. But, again. It may not closely 
resemble eitlier or any of the stallions to 
which his dam was bred. 

The Knglish Derby, the world’s most 
famous horse race, has repeatedly been won 
by colts of doubtful parentage. The first 
occasion was in 1822, w-hen the Duke of 
York’s colt Moses captured it. The dam of 
Moses, an unnamed mare by Gobanna, had 
been covered in 1818 by both Whalebone, 
son of Waxy, an Eclipse horse, and Sey- 
mour, son of Delpinl, a Herod horse. But 
Seymour has been, as the phrase goes, i 
“accepted” as Uio sire of Moses. Moses lives 
on in breeding history through l-.is daughter 
Pauline, which produced that wonderfully 
prepotent horse Gladiator, the sire, among 
many ohers, of Sweetmeat, which got Maca- 
roni, Parme.san, etc., and of those two mem- 
orable matrons. Queen Mary, by many ex- 
perts pronounced the foremost of all thor- 
oughbred matrons, and Miss Gladiator, the 
dam of tlie all-conquering Giadiateur, Water- 
loo’s avenger. Also, Gladiator sired Ventre- 
St. Gris, whose line has accomplished much 
in France. 

PARENTAGE OF THORMANBT IN DOUBT 

The second Derby winner of di.sputed 
parentage was no less a horse than Thor- 
manby, 1860. His dam, the renowned Alice 
Hawthorne, had been mated in 1856 with 
both Melbourne, a Matchem horse, and Wind- 
hound, of the Herod line. The latter, how- 
ever, became the “accepted” sire. Thorman- 
by’s influence as a sire was far-reaching. 
His male line, in France, carried on where 
it did not in England or America, and has 
culminated today in Uoi Herodo. His daugh- 
ter Rouge Rose in England produced Bend 
Or, whose blood is fast becoming paramount 
everywhere. In America, Glengarry, son of 
Thormanby, contributed Glendew, the third 
dam of Commando, our most dominant lat- 
ter-day progenitor. 

A third Derby winner of uncertain parent- 
age w;is St. Gatien, which dead-heated with 
Harvester for the “blue riband of the turf’ 
in 1884, the stakes being divided. St. Gatien’s 
dam. St. Editha. was covered in 1830 by I 
both Rotherhill, son of Lord Clifden, and , 
The Rover, son of Blair Athol, a son ofj 
Queen Mary, above-mentioned, the latter 
being later “accepted.” As tire sire of Med- 
fller, St. Gatien’s blood is still a living force 
in American breeding operations. 

In this country we have had no instances 
of classic winners parallel to those of Moses, 
Thormanby and St. Gatien. Perhaps the 
nrost distinguished performer of disputed par- 
entage seen here has been Ramapo, a horse 
of high if not the first chiss. He won | 
twenty-five of fifty-one races and 566,940, | 
his mest notable exploit having been his 
victory in the Suburban of 1881, when a four- 
year-old, under 120 pounds. That day ho 
beat a gr.and field and ran the mile and 
a quarter in 2 tOS^.i, the fastest Suburban 
on record to that d.ate. Ramapo later went 
to England and ended his life there. 

EAMAPO’S ORIGIN UNCERTAIN. 

His was a most interesting case of doubt - 1 
ful blood. His dam, Annie F., was herse’.fj 
by either Springbok or Galway — Galwayj 
“accepted” — and in 1889 was mated with | 
both Runnymede, son of imported Billet, and; 
Pontiac, the imported son of Pero Gomez, | 
himself a Suburban winner. It was the lat- 
ter horse which was “accepted” as Raraapo’s 
sire, though on appearance, at least, there j 
was no ground whatever for such action. I 

The analysis of pedigrees shows that un-j 
certain parentage has prevailed much more] 
largely in Engl.and than America. Many I 
prominent instances are on record there, and | 
but few here. We, however, have drawn i 
from England much doubtful blood of tins- 
sort. One of our dominant lines of today j 
Is that from Bonnie Scotland, a doubly j 
doubtful horse. To begin with, he was a! 
son of old Queen Mary, whicli descended I 
from the uncertain Moses. While, paternally, 
his sire, lago, was by Don John, of doubla' 
paternity, his dam having been mated with ! 
Tramp and Waverly the season before she! 
produced him. V/avcrly was “accepted.” It 
Is further I.ntercBtlng to note that Don John | 
sired I.ady Masham, from which mare one i 
of the most fiishionahle maternal tribes of; 
the present day descends, including, in Amer-j 
lea. Fair I’lay, the sire of Man o’ War. 

Fair Play, moreover, gets a second dose] 
of doubtful blood through another imported j 
source. His sire. Hastirg.s, had for dam ] 
Imported Cinderella, whose paternity is dis- 
puted by both Blue Ruin and Tomahawk, 
the latter being “accepted.” As Cinderella! 
also produced Pl.audit, another highly dis- ' 
tingruished race horse and sire, this strain! 
hxs become well diffused here. 

It is curious to discover how linked with' 
different strains of doubtful caste the blood | 
of Queen Mary has been. Her first foal, i 
Haricot, 1847, was by eitlier Lancrcost or | 
Liverpool, with the latter “accepted,” and j 
Haricot not only produced the redoubtable ! 
Caller Ou, but Lady Langden, the dam of ' 
Hampton, a truly great sire, whose name we 



Characteristics of Picturesque Kentuckian, 
Recently Departed. 

Saturday aftomoou. May 27, Charles 
Whitney Moore, master of Mere Hill Farm, 
homo of imported McGee, the sire of Exter- 
minator, was laid to rest In the family lot, 
overlooking the lake. In the beautiful Lex- 
ington cemetery. A large concourse of his 
relatives and friends gathered at his home 
on the Newtown road to pay the last tribute 
of respect to his memory. Men from all 
walks of life were present: lawyers, phy- 

sicians, bankers, merchants, farmers and 
the representative breeders of thoroughbred 
horses in this and adjoining counties. 

Charles W. Moore W'as a Kentuckian in 
whom there was no guile. Living in a world 
colored of cant and hypocrisy, neither word 
found its way into his lexicon of life and 
conduct. He was seldom in doubt regarding 
his positions and opinions, vacillation being 
another word alien to his vocabulary. His 
convictions concerning men and events were 
always clean-cut and his very own. Unfet- 
tered by precedent or tradition his mind 
was individualistic in all of its processes. 
It was always honest and outspoken and 
utterly frank and fair. 

The fact that he knew his own mind was 
the secret of his success in the breeding busi- 
ness. He was a keen student of blood lines, 
a fine judge of yearlings, brood mares and 
stallions, a wizard when it came to the 
appraisement of values, being one of the 
few men in the business that never made tlie 
mistake of overvaluing his own horses when 
offering them for sale. 

On the way to Saratoga one summer he 
was telling of selling privately more than 
a dozen yearlings by his great sire, McGee, 
to some gentlemen from St. Louis. As 
the young thoroughbreds were paraded in 
the imddock he priced them and sold each of 
them on the spot without quibble or debate 
of any sort. The men to whom he was sell- 
ing realized he knew values ; that he was 
fair, that he would not iiermit his enthusiasm 
to warp his judgment. That w’as the secret 
of his success ; that is why he was so seldom 
compelled to send his annual yearling crojis 
to the public auctions. 

The wonderful success of McGee as a sire 
of ’’daily winners.” as he often phrased it, 
never failed to quicken his heart with happi- 
ness. Although not often advertised In the 
public prints, and never for any length of 
time, the victories of McGee’s sons and 
daughters — Donerail, Exterminator, Fire- 
brand, Viva America, Martha Fallon, Sym- 
pathy — made the way to Mere Hill familiar 
wherever horses are raced, and as well-beat- 
en, almost, as the old Newtown pike Itself 

Mr. Moore will be missed from the race- 
courses of the country. He was one of 
the last old-time Kentucky racing gentlemen 
whom the world will not soon forget. He 
was known on every racetrack from Lex- 
ington to Saratoga. His distinctive, pictur- 
esque appearance, his wide-brimmed white 
hat, his tanned complexion, keen and flasli- 
ing eyes, his restless energy, swinging his 
ubiquitous little hickory walking stick w'hich 
he had carried for many years, his leonine 
frame, straight, upstanding, vigorous, had 
endeared him to liundrcds, winning tor him 
one of the widest acquaintancesliips in the 
history of American racing. Everybody 
knew “Charley Moore, master of Mere Hill, 
home of imported McGee, the sire of Exter- 
minator and many valued his friendship 
above the price of temporal things. Among 
them, permit me to subscribe myseif, 
humbly. — John Wilson Townsend in Thor- 
oughbred Record.

encounter again and again in modern pedi- 
grees, especially through his daughter Maid 
Marian, the dam of Folymelus. 

It Is a curious f.act that the two great 
French horses, Mortemer and Rayon d'Or, 
which in past years did so much for the 
Americ:in thorotighbred breed, botlt brought 
in currents of doubtful blood. Not only did 
Mortemer go directly to Gladiator in the 
direct male line ; his dam, Comtesse, was by 
either The Baron or Nuncio — Nuncio “ac- 
cepted.” On the other hand. Rayon d’Or 
was by Flageolet, whose dam. La Favorite, 
was by Monarque, that horse having no less 
than three putative sires, viz.. The Baron. 
Sting and The Emperor, of which The Em- 
peror was “accepted” — The Baron here gets 
counted out for the second time. Moreover, 
the granddam of Rayon d'Or, Constance, 
was by Gladiator. 

We saw above that Fair Play, sire of Man 
o’ War, got strains of doubtful blo«5d through 
his direct maternal line, which goes to Lady 
Masliam, by Don John; and through his sire, 
Hastings, as well, tliat horse’s dam, Cinder- 
ella being of double paternity. But there is 
still another factor of this kind in his herctl- 
ily. The male line of this pedigree reads 
Man o’ War. Fair I’lay, Ha.stings, Spend- 
thrift, imported Australian, and .Au.stralian's 
third dam. Variety, was by either Selim or 
Soothsayer, the latter “accepted.” 

One of the regnant lines in England today 
is that through Sun.star and Sundrldge to 
Aniphion, which horse was by either Specu- 
lum or that horse’s son Rosebery, Rosebery 
being the “preferred” and Speculum the 
“common” stock. Another fashionable contem- 
porary English tribe in Britain is that de- 
scending from the Tristan mare Canterbury 
I’ilgrlm, an Oaks winner, through her two 
sons Chaucer and Swynford; the d.am of 
Canterbury I’ilgrim, Pilgrimage, being by 
cither The E.arl or The Palmer, the latter 
being "accepted.” 

ILad not death snatched Sj'sonby away 
from us after his unbeaten three-year-old 
campaign, he might have founded a f.amily 
here. In tliat case another doubtful element 
would liave entered Into our fabric, a.s hi.s 
sire wa.s Melton, tlie Derby winner of 1SS5, 
he a son of Master Kildare, who.se grand- 
dam, Judy Go, was by either Crozier or 
Dey of Algiers, the Dey preferred. 

Many other Iristance.s might be quoted, but 
the above are sufficient to develop the many 
uncertainties which surround the Inheri- 
tances of a liost of tlie b« st English, French, 
American and other tlioroughbreds of tlie 
present time.

In races of intermediate lengtlis the weights 
for the shorter distance shall be carried. 

In races exclusively for three-year-olds or 
four-year-olds the weight shall be 126 pounds, 
and for two-3’ear-olds 122 pounds. 

Except in I'.andicaps and in races where the 
conditions expressly state to the contrary, 
fillies two years old sliall be allowed three 
pounds and fillies and marcs three years old 
and upward shall be allowed 5 pounds before 
September 1 and 3 pounds thereafter. No 
horse shall carry less than 108 pounds. 

Welter weights shall be 28 pounds added to 
the weight-for-age. In heavy handicaps the 
top weight shall not be less than 140 pounds. 
In all handicaps, when the added money 
exceeds $600, the top weight shall not be less 
than 126 pounds. 

No gelding three j'cars old and over shall 
be qualified to start in any race closing 
seventy-two hours or more before the date 
of running, except handicaps and selling 
race.s. This rule sliall not apply to horses 
gelded prior to February 13, 1919.
